British House To 
Modify 
Present Law 


London, "or. 10. —The Houes of 
Commons today gave eeoond reading 
to a private member* bUl designed 
to modify Great Britain's stringent 
divorce laws. The vote was 78 to 12. 

S. Thurtle. Labor member for 
Shoreditch, supporting the bill, ssid 
he would like to eee marriage a free, 
voluntary association terminable by 
mutual consent, but he agreed public 
opinion had not yet reached that 
point. 

- The bUl. second reading of which 
was moved by R da la Be re. Con¬ 
servative. provides that no divorce 
would be granted within five years 
from the date of marriage. But other 
relief, such as a judicial separation 
and nullity, would be available. 

It provides that grounds for divorce 
should Include desertion for a period 
of a* le a st three years, cruelty, in¬ 
curable insanity where the spouse has 
been continuously certified Insane 
lor at least five years,—habitual) 
dru nkenne ss end Imprisonment under 
a commuted death sentence. At pre¬ 
sent infidelity is the only ground for 
divorce. 

Mr. de la Beer said the bill would 
bring the marriage law of England 
into line with laws In nearly every 
other country. 

A* P. Herbert, humorist and Author 
of “Holy Deadlock.” who la an Inde¬ 
pendent. supported the bill He 
estimated that hundreds of thou- j 
sands would be affected by the pro- i 
vision regarding desertion. With re¬ 
gard to Incurable Insanity, he said 
that In 1980 there were 40.000 mar¬ 
ried lunatics in England of whom 
20.000 had been certified Insane for 
more than five years.
